For had he been extreme, how few could have indured 
when all muſt have confeſſed ( except ſome fey deſpiſed Roy- 
alliſts, whoſe kne2s did never boy to Baal ) that they were in 
theſame, though not equal condemnation ; yea, he offered 
pardon to choſe that asked it not, and their ovn conſciences 
can tell chem, whether they thank him ſor ir, or no, now they 
have 1t. 

So gracious a Prince he is, thar he would not enter his King- 
doms 1n the blcod of any of his Subjects, except thole immedt- 
ate Regicides who commirred that. barbarous murder upon the 
perion of his Royal Father ; a ta& never to be named without 
the depth of deteltation.
